He immediately dispatched 
organizers into the non-union fields, 
and since the passage of the act 
they have signed up approximate- 
ly 349,000 coal miners who former- 
ly were not members of a union.

Ten St. Louisans, all but two 
of them more than 50 years old, 
died of sleeping sickness late yes- 
terday and today, raising the total 
to 98 deaths, city and county, since 
July 30. The dead:

The death of Henrietta Warr, 54, 
a Negro, South Kinloch Park, was 
reported late yesterday. St. Louis 
County has reported 53 deaths and 
St. Louis 45 in the outbreak, which 
began last July in the adjacent 
county suburbs and spread through 
the county and many sections of the 
city. 

With 11 county cases and 17 city 
cases reported in the last 24 hours, 
the total today etood at 635, of 
whom 269 were residents of the 
city and 366 of the county. Many 
included in the total have recov- 
eed without lingering effects. 

Mr. Ravold, a member of an old 
St. Louis family and for 18 years 
until retirement last month a clerk 
in the City Special Tax Depart- 
ment, died today at Desloge Hos- 
pital, where he was taken Sept. 2. 
He was a graduate of Washington 
University and for several years 
engaged in mining engineering in 
Western states. He is survived by 
three brothers, Dr. Armand Ravold, 
George M., both of 70 Vandeventer 
place, John Ravold of New York, 
and a sister, Miss Adele Ravold. 


EMBASSY WINDOW SMASHED 


Communist Protest on i Brick 
Thrown Into London Office. . 
LONDON, Sept. 8.—A brick was 


thrown through a window of the 


German Embassy in London last 
night with a note attacted which 
said: “This brick carries with it 
the wrath of millions of workers in 
Britain against the outrageous sen- 
tences of decapitation passed on 
nine Communist workers at Dues- 


seldorf.” 
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Apparent production of “sleeping 
sickness” in laboratory animals— 
the first major step toward find- 
ing cause, transmission agent, rem ~ 
dy for preventitive—was announced 
at a meeting of the. Metropolitan 
Health Council this afternoon at 
St. Louis County Hospital. 

The discovery, made by Govern- 
ment and university scientists in 
the central epidemic laboratories 
set up by the council at Washing- 
ton University, has the obvious im- 
portance of all first steps. 

Every physician in the concerted 
campaign against the epidemic has 
looked forward to it, not always 
with confidence, as the keystone of 
all laboratory study of the disease. 
It is the starting point of the quest 
for a specific treatment or a pre- 
ventive. 

Committee’s Report. 

The Research Committee, report- 
ing on its attempt to transmit the 
disease to monkeys, stated: 

“Most of these animals have 
shown no signs of illness. Six mon- 
keys inoculated with material from 
five different patients dying from 
encephalitis have shown fever be- 
ginning from the eighth to the 
fourteenth day after inoculation. 

“Coincident with the rise of tem- 
perature, tremors, inco-ordination 
and weakness have appeared. Three 
of these animals have been submit- 
ted to pathological examination and 
their central nervous systems 
showed lesions consistent with the 
picture found in human epidemic 
encephalitis. 

“Reinoculation of material from 
these monkeys into normal monk- 
eys is also progressing. While 
these results are encouraging many 
weeks’ work has yet to be done be- 
fore it can be stated that the 
human disease has been established 
in animals.” 

Most physicians who heard the 
report. were convinced by the evi- 
dence the research specialists had 
to offer. 

Experts in Charge. 

This phase of the work in the 
Metropolitan Health Council labor- 
atory has been conducted by Dr. 
Charles Armstrong, United States 
Public Health Service pathoilugist 
and former president of the Ameri- 
can Epidemiological Society; Dr. 
Ralph S. Muckenfuss, Washing- 
ton University bacteriologist and 
chairman of the Research 'Commit- 
tee, who has conducted research in 
virus diseases for the last four 
years; and Dr. Howard A. McCor- 
dock, Washington University path- 
ologist. 

Their findings will be communi- 
cated at once to other great re- 
search institutions which have been 
provided with material from the 
St. Louis epidemic, and the quest 
of cause, treatment and preventive 
will go forward without delay, si- 
multaneously with their check on 
the apparent results reported today. 

Tests Begun Early. 
The quest had begun before St. 
Louisans generally knew that an 
epidemic existed. A monkey was 
inoculated with material obtained 
in one of the earliest cases, but the 
results were negative. 

Following the epidemic of “eceph- 
alitis B” in Japan in 1924 it was 
reported that monkeys had been 
inoculated with the disease, but no 
further results of a positive nature 
were announced. The Research 
Committee had that report to go 
on, plus a hypothesis, raised in oth- 
er epidemics, that the causative 
agent in “sleeping sickness” might 
have some connection with the her- 
pes virus, which caused “fever blis- 
ters.” One of the first steps here 
was a rapid, but exhaustive test of 
herpes virus, with negative results. 

The Next Step. 

A further step will be the contin- 
uing effort to transmit the disease 
from animal to animal. With mate- 
rial from animals which have had 
the disease, the scientists may then 
attempt to prepare, by testing a 
wide range of methods, some agent 
with which to treat other animals 
or to immunize them against the 
disease. 

Here also lies the most material 
hope for finding the actual means 
of transmission, although a great 
mass of circumstantial evidence is 
being accumulated outside the lab- 
oratory, in the field study of case 
histories. The theory that insects 
play a part may be tested by allow- 
ing various species, exposed to the 
material, to bite laboratory ani- 
mals. The theory that it spreads 
primarily by contact, and probably 
through the nose and throat, may 
be tested by spraying the air pass- 
age with material of the same sort 
which, when injected by laboratory 
means, causes the disease.

ROOSEVELT LIKENS 
U. S. TO LOCOMOTIVE 
STARTING UP HILL 


Must Go Twice as Fast to Make 
the Grade, President 
Says.

WASHINGTON, Sept 8.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt compared the Unit- 
ed States to a train getting over a 
long hill, in a talk to the relief 
conference today. 

“Tell everybody,” he said, “we 
are like the cld railroad train that 
has got to get up a long grade and 
over the hill. 

“The problem is first to get the 
train started and then to get the 
momentum to carry it over’ the 
grade. 

“We've got it started and it is 
running 20 miles an hour. That is 
not enough. 

“I want to get it up to 40 miles 
an hour and then we are assured 
that it will get over the hill.” 


TREASURY FIXES SOLD PRICE 
FOR ARTS AT $29.62 AN 02, 


First Daily Order on Sale of Newly 
Mined Metal; Applies to 
Foreign Purchases, Too. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—The 
Treasury today announced that 
Federal Reserve banks may sell 
newly-mined gold to the arts and 
crafts and to foreign purchasers 
at $29.62 an ounce. 

This is the first announcement of 
the daily price which will be estab- 
lished by the Treasury every 24 
hours. 

The price-setting is in accordance 
with President Roosevelt’s recent 
order permitting domestic gold 
mining firms to deliver the newly 
mined metal to the 12 central banks 
on consignment for sale at quota- 
tions based on the world price. 

The Treasury plans to have the 
daily price approximate the world 
market price, less handling charges. 

The daily price is subject to revi- 
sion at any time to conform with 
possible fluctuating markets. 

Previously, all gold was sold to 
the United States mint, by mandate, 
at the fixed price of $20.67 an ounce. 


HENRY FORD TO BE BACK 
ON JOB AT DETROIT MONDAY 


Company Officers Maintain Silence 
on Motor Magnate’s Stand on 
NRA Code. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Sept. 8.—Henry Ford 
will leave his vacation camp in 
Michigan’s upper peninsula and will 
be in Detroit Monday morning, of- 
ficers of the Ford Motor Co. said 
today. 

The officers, however, maintained 
their silence concerning the motor 
magnate’s stand on the NRA auto- 
mobile code which he has not 
signed, commenting briefly that 
“any statement, when and if made, 
will come from Mr. Ford.” 

Edsel Ford, son of the manufac- 
turer and president of the Ford 
company, has returned from vaca- 
tion, but has refrained from mak- 
ing any comment on the com- 
pany’s stand. 


$380,000 IN COLLATERAL 
SUBSTITUTED FOR $4,500,000 


Senate Committee’s, Investigator 
Tells of Van Swerirgen’s Deal 
With Cleveland Bank. 

By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 8.—The Sen- 
ate Bank Investigation Committee 
was told today that the Van Swer- 
ingen interests of Cleveland were 
permitted by the Union Trust Co. 
to withdraw $4,500,000 worth of col- 
lateral in 1930 and substitute col- 
lateral worth only $380,00). 

The witness was Edward J. Fal- 
kenstein, the committee’s special 
investigator. The committee was 
appointed by the Ohio Legislature 
to investigate banking conditions 
and recommend improvements in 
State banking laws. 

Falkenstein said the collateral 
was transferred to J. P. Morgan & 
Co. At the time the bank closed, 
Van Sweringen loans, Falkenstein 
said, amounted to about $10,500,000. 


STOCK RALLY FAILS TO LAST, 
LEADERS HOLD PART OF GAIN 


Last Minute Break in Cotton 
Largely Responsible for Ner- 
vous Tone at Finish.

SOUTHERN HOTEL, 
EMPTY FOR YEARS, 
TOBE TORN DOWN 


Six-Story Structure, Former 
Center of City’s Bright- 
est Section, Was Closed 
in 1912. 


OWNERS TIRED 
OF PAYING TAXES 


Many Celebrities Stopped at 
Broadway Landmark, 
Which Entertained Four 


Presidents. 


The old Southern Hotel, rich in 
the tradition of old St. Louis and 
a Broadway landmark for more 
than half a century, is to be torn 
down because its owners no longer 
wish to pay taxes on the building. 
It has been untenanted for many 
years. 

The six-story stone structure, 
which occupies most of the block 
bounded by Broadway, Walnut, 
Fourth and Elm streets, is owned 
by the estate of John F. Queeny, 
who bought it in 1920. His son, 
Edgar M. Queeny, trustee for the 
estate, is out of the city, but an 
associate said the wrecking would 
begin within a few days. The build- 
ing is taxed at the rate of $1534 
a year, and the ground at $3066. 

No plan for use of the ground 
has been decided on, but consider- 
ation is being given to its use as a 
parking lot. The basement excava- 
tion is to be filled in. 

Hotel Closed in 1912. 

For years the city’s most famous 
hotel, the Southern was closed in 
1912 because of declining patron- 
age. Then for several years there 
were unsuccessful efforts to reopen 
it as a hotel; its use as a ware- 
house, and even for school ,ur- 
poses was considered, and for a 
brief time industrial expositions 
were held there, but for more than 
10 years it has stood idle and its 
dust has been undisturbed. 

There was a time, before 1912, 
when the neighborhood about the 
Southern was the brightest spot in 
St. Louis. Across Broadway was the 
Olympic Theater, and at the Broad- 
way and Elm corner was Tony 
Faust’s, famed for fine food and 
drink. The spacious lobby of the 
Southern and its long mahogany bar 
were favorite gathering places for 
St. Louisans. 

At the Southern, Presidents 
Cleveland, Harrison, McKinley and 
Theodore Roosevelt were enter- 
tained when they visited here, and 
it was in one of its rooms that 
Mark Hanna, during the Republic- 
an National Convention of 1896 
brought about the nomination of 
McKinley. Woodrow Wilson spoke 
there when, as a university presi- 
dent, he was being talked of as a 
Democratic candidate for President 
of the United States. 

Celebrities in politics, business, 
the stage and other walks of life 
made the Southern their home 
when in St. Louis. John L. Sulli- 
van and James J. Corbett, boxing 
champions of another day, were 
among those who signed its regis- 
ter. Generals Grant, Sherman and 
Sheridan at various times were 
guests of the Knights of St. Pat- 
rick at the banquets given each 
year at the Southern by that or- 
ganization. 

. Maxwell-Peller Trunk Murder. 

The most famous murder case in 
the history of old St. Louis, the 
Maxwell-Preller trunk murder of 
1885, began with the discovery of 
Preller’s body in the Southern Ho- 
tel. Before it was solved St. Louis 
police had traveled halfway around 
the world to New Zealand to bring 
back the murderer. 

A tablet in the lobby of the 
Southern was a memorial to Chief 
Pontiac, Indian leader of Colonial 
days, who attempted to form a 
great confederation of tribes, but 
failed, and was killed near Cahokia 
in 1769. He was buried in St. Louis 
in the churchyard on or very near 
the site where the Southern was 
erected many years later. 

The original Southern Hotel, com- 
pleted in 1865, was destroyed by 
fire in 1877 with the loss of at least 
11 lives, although the total was 
nevc. definitely established. It was 
rebuilt at a cost of about $1,000,000 
and opened in 1881 through the ef- 
forts of a group headed by Thomas 
Allen and George Knapp. 

The new hotel, which resembled 
the old one in its exterior, was de- 
scribed as the first fireproof build- 
ing in the world. Steel and concrete 
were employed in its construction. 
Because the name of the hotel for 
many years was inevitably linked 
with the disastrous fire, the man- 
agement emphasized its fireproof 
construction and as a mark of con- 
fidence had notices posted inform- 
ing the guests that not one cent 
of fire insurance was carried on 
the building or its contents. 
Old Six-Story Building at Locust 

and Twentieth Being Razed.

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WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Sweep- 
ing changes in the bituminous coal 
industry are foreshadcwed in the 
NRA code of fair competition for 
the soft coal mines. When the 
code is approved, probably early 
next week, cutting wages to meet 
competition will be ended. 

The miner will be guaranteed a 
minimum basic wage _ tentatively 
ranging from $5.63 a day in Mon- 
tana to $3 a day in Alabama. That 
will be the pay of underground mo- 


tormen, Other wages, including 
tonnage rates, will be adjusted to 
conform. 

‘The miner will have the right to 
join any union he pleases, or no 
union at all. He will not be allowed 
to work more than 40 hours a week 
during the six-month peak period, 
or 32 hours a week during slack 
season. Those hours may be re- 
duced later. A Government com- 
mission will make a study of work- 
ing hours. 

No longer will the miner have to 
deal at the company store or live 
in company houses. 

Pay Semi-Monthly in Cash. 

The company must give him all 
his pay in cash every two weeks or 
by a check which he can cash at 
the nearest bank. 

The company cannot deduct any 
of that pay unless the miner or 
the miners’ union says so. 

If a miner has trouble with his 
boss, he can tell a committee at 
the mine which will try to settle it. 
If the mine committee doesn’t 
agree, the trouble can be taken to 
a district committee. If their ef- 
forts fail, it will go on to a re- 
gional committee, and from there 
to a board in Washington appoint- 
ed by the President.

Parkhurst’s Crusade of 1892. 

He launched an attack from the 
pulpit of his Madison Square Pres- 
byterian Church in 1892 against 
what he termed a “damnable pack 
of administrative bloodhounds.”

Attorney-General Says He Got 
Amount in Return for $400 
Presumably Invested.

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 8.—Fred M. 
Harris, special counsel for Gov. Alf 
M. Landon, disclosed today that 
Roland Boynton, State’s Attorney- 
General, received $1700 in return 
for $400 presumably invested for 
him by Ronald Finney, central fig- 
ure in Kansas’ municipal bond for- 
gery investigation. 

Harris also disclosed that Boyn- 
ton had received campaign contri- 
butions amounting to “approxi- 
mately $1000” from Finney and that 
the Attorney-General had “in two 
or three instances” during his term 
of office acted as attorney for the 
34-year-old bond broker and specu- 
lator accused of forging and selling 
spurious municipal bonds. 

“Mr. Boynton told me about these 
things voluntarily several weeks 
ago,’ Harris said in giving out the 
information. “I got the exact de- 
tails yesterday.” Boynton was 
questioned formally yesterday by 
Harris, who obtained a statement 
of the testimony. 

Harris also announced that J. C. 
Shearman, handwriting expert, had 
reported after investigation that 
Boynton’s name had been forged 
to documents in which the Attor- 
ney-General was supposed to have 
certified that bogus bonds put up 
in the’ State Treasury as security 
for State deposits in the three so- 
called Finney banks were valid. 
Boynton previously had branded 
the signatures as forgeries. 

Harris also made public a report 
by A. R. Jones, State accountant, 
showing a total of $426,000 of bogus 
bonds in the State Treasury, of 
which $381,000 had been posted as 
security for deposits in the three 
“Finney” banks and $45,000 for de- 
posits in the Citizens’ State Bank, 
Topeka. The Topeka bank, Harris 
said, had since substituted other 
good security for its deposits.

TESTIMONY FALL 
MAY HAVE KILLED 
LAMSON'S WIFE 


Defense Gets Opinion of 
Specialists Before Jury 
Over Strenuous Obijec- 
tion of the Prosecution. 


By the Associated Press. 


tensity today in the trial of David 


A. Lamson on the charge of killing 
his wife with an iron pipe in the 
bathroom of their Stanford Univer- 
sity campus home May 30. 

Finley M. Eastman, San Jose pa- 
thologist, testified he examined 
spots on the door and back porch 
of the Lamson home Aug. °6 and 
found no trace of blood. This tes- 
timony was offered by the defense 
to offset State testimony that blood 
spots were found in the rear of the 
house. 

In cross examination the prosecu- 
tion brought from Eastman the ad- 
mission that he had no knowledge 
of whether the spots existed there 
the date of the tragedy. He was un- 
able to estimate their age. 

Dispute Over Witness. 

George A. Weber, electrical engi- 
neer, and defense criminologist, 
who previously had identified sev- 
eral exhibits, was recalled. The 
prosecution began its objections at 
that point and Deputy District At- 
torney Herbert Bridges was allowed 
to question Weber on his qualifica- 
tions. Bridges asked him if he had 
taken a correspondence course in 
chemistry. He said he had not, but 
was always in pursuit of knowledge. 

Weber told of chemical tests he 
had made of blood, how he had fig- 
ured in other legal cases, and read 
a long list of technical books he had 
read. Bridges asked Weber what 
the biological test for blood was 
and he answered he never had used 
it. Bridges persisted for details of 
his technical knowledge and Web- 
er talked on, mentioning  anti- 
serums, specificity and anthropoid 
apes. 

Testimony Finally Permitted. 

Judge R. R. Syer announced he 
was not fully satisfied with the 
qualifications of the witness as an 
expert because of his limited prac- 
tice, but nevertheless permitted him 
to testify for the defense after he 
had told of having made 1500 blood 
tests. ; 

Weber testified he entered the 
Lamson house at 4:23 p. m., the 
day of the tragedy, went into the 
bathroom and “contemplated the 
walls” for about 20 minutes, look- 
ing at the blood spots. 

The witness started to tell about 
later examining the bathtub fix- 
tures, but was stopped by an ob 
jection. He then said he found 
spots of blood mixed with water on 
a trap door in the hall leading to 
the attic. Other spots in the house, 
he said, were not of blood. 

Weber said he sifted the ashes 
from the bonfire that Lamson had 
been attending in the back yard at 
the time of the tragedy. From the 
embers of this fire the prosecution 
took a length of iron pipe which it 
alleges was used to kill Mrs. Lam- 
son. The sifted remnants of the 
fire were brought forth in a box 
and displayed to the jury. He 
passed the box to a juror and the 
State protested. 

Bridges, cross-examining, got 
from the witness that the siftings 
were not taken until June 23 and 
the prosecution objected to the ex- 
hibit on the theory that the siftings 
had not been shown to be in the 
same condition as on the day of the 
tragedy. Judge Syer reserved judg- 


ment, but Weber was allowed to 
enumerate the articles he found.

Byrd to Fly Antarctic 


In St. Lou 


is-Made Plane 


Huge Condor Ship Delivered to Explorer by 
Harold June, Who Is Chief Pilot 
on Expedition. 


When Rear Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd begins his second Antarctic 
exploration next year he will fly 
in a St. Louis-made plane. 

The huge ship,a Condor biplane 
made by the Curtiss-Wright Air- 
plane Co., Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
was turned over to the explorer at 
South Bend, Ind., today following 
an early morning flight from St. 
Louis. It will be exhibited briefly 
at Chicago and then will be flown 
to Boston, where it will be loaded 
aboard the old coast guard cutter 
“Bear,” scheduled to sail Sept. 25. 

The plane is of standard design, 
with certain necessary changes in 
detail. .The !:nding gear is fixed, 
instead of. retractable as in the 
commercial models, because skis 
will replace wheels on the under- 
carriage. The fuselage, instead of 
being neatly fitted out for passen- 

ger service, contains spare fuel 
tanks of 800 gallons capacity and 
a cylindrical post for the master 
compass. The two supercharged 
“Cyclone” engines, of 715-horse- 
power each, have variable pitch 
propellers with di-ect drive from 
the engines, giving tremendous 
takeoff power. Top speed is about 
170 miles an hour. 

Gross weight of the plane when 
Jjoaded for an exploration flight 
will be 19,500 pounds. The load can 
be lightened almost instantly by 
opening release valves in the spare 
fuel tanks. In addition to the 800 
gallons in the spare tanks, the reg- 
ular wing tanks carry 300 gallons 
of gasoline. Oil lines and tanks will 
be covered with asbestos, to pre- 
vent the oil from congealing. All 
warm air ducts leading into the 
fuselage will be closed in subzero 
temperatures, because warm air in 
the interior would soon result in 
the ship being weighted down with 
ice. 

Wing Spread of 82 Feet. 

The Condor has a wing-spread of 
82 feet, the length of fuselage is 
49 feet 7 inches, and the overall 
height 16 feet 7 inches. Empty, the 
plane weighs 10,100 pounds. The 
cost of a Condor built for com- 
mercial purposes is $55,000. 

At the controls of the giant plane 
when it left St. Louis were Harold 
June, veteran of the 1929 Byrd ex- 
pedition to the Antarctic, and Wil- 
liam Bowlin, navy flying petty of- 
ficer on leave. June, who received 
the Distinguished Flying Cross for 
his previous exploits in the Antarc- 
tic, will be chief pilot on the expe- 
dition, with Bowlin second pilot. 
Admiral Byrd will be navigator and 
general flight director. 

On the last expedition June, Dr. 
Larry Gould, geologist, and Pilot 
Bernt Balchen were lost for 11 
days at the Rockefeller mountain 
range whene their plane was blown 
away by a 120-mile wind. They 
were rescued by Admiral Byrd and 
several other members of the expe- 
dition. June retired from the navy 
this year to accompany Byrd again. 

Bowlin, whose service for the 
last 10 years has been in the mild 


jumped at the chance to go, al- 
though he dislikes cold weather. 

“I expect it to be two years of 
hell without the heat, but I would 
not miss the chance for anything,” 
he explained. 

Member of Rodgers’ Crew. 

Bowlin, then an aviation machin- 
ist, was a member of the crew of 
the navy seaplane, commanded by 
the late Commander John Rodgers, 
which drifted for nine days after a 
forced landing on a flight from 
San Francisco to the Hawaiian 
Islands in 1925. Commander Rodg- 
ers’ crew, given up for lost, reached 
the Island of Kauai after drifting 
450 miles from the point of the 
landing. 

Rear Admiral Byrd is returning 

to the Antarctic to explore from the 
air an area which he describes as 
being as big as the United States 
and Mexico combined. Besides the 
Condor, two other planes will be 
taken along. Spare parts will be 
taken for two planes abandoned at 
“Little America” by the 1929 expe- 
dition. June said he expects to find 
the planes intact. 
St. Louis will be represented on 
the expedition by Paul Swan, an 
employe of the Curtiss-Wright Air- 
plane Co. who departed in the 
plane this morning. Swan, whose 
home is in Washington, Kan., has 
been final assembly inspector at the 
Curtiss plant for several months, 
and will be in charge of the ground 
work on teh Condor in the Antarc- 
tic. He is 27 years old, unmarried, 
and roomed at 27 Hereford avenue, 
Ferguscn.

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AFL MAN FIGHTS 
CHEVROLET PLANT 
COMPANY UNION 


J. R. Wood, Secretary of 
Auto Workers, Says Gov- 
ernment Will Not Rec- 
ognize Organization. 


Opposition to a company union 
at the Chevrolet assembly plant, 
Union boulevard and Natural Bridge 
avenue, plans for which were an- 
nounced today, was voiced by J. R. | 
Wood, secretary of the Automobile | 
Workers’ Union. 

“This is purely a so-called com-.| 
pany union, and as such may be 
disregarded as not recognized by 


the Government in the NRA pro- 
gram,” Wood, a former Chevrolet 
employe, asserted. 

“These company unions offer a 
false security, and all our members 
will be urged to remain out of it,” 
Wood continued. “Now is the time 
for workers to organize their own 
unions, so that when Government 
protection is removed later, they 
will have an association free from 
company interference to fight their 
battles.” 

Plea to Mediation Board. 

Wood explained that the union 
has asked for an early hearing be- 
fore the Mediation Board appointed 
by Mayor Dickmann on allegations 
of former Chevrolet employes that 
they were discharged because of 
union activity. The complaints are 
in affidavit form now in the hands 
of the Mayor’s mediators. Union 
Chevrolet plant employes recently 
requested President Roosevelt to 
forbid the company from displaying 
the Blue Eagle because of the al- 
leged code violation involving the 
dismissal of workers. 

Formation of the Chevrolet Em- 
ployes’ Association was described 
by G. B. Low, manager of the local 
assembly plant, as having for its 
objective better co-operation be- 
tween employe and company. Mem- 
bership is voluntary and free to all 
plant workers more than 21 years 
old. Provision is made for a work- 
ers’ council composed of one repre- 
sentative for every 300 workers, 
which will meet to discuss general 
conditions of employment. Com- 
pany representatives are not to at- 
tend these meetings, unless invited. | 

Recommendations of the council, | 
according to Low, will be submitted | 
to the plant manager for considera- | 
tion and action. In matters of zen- | 
eral concern to the company at 
large submission wil] be to a works’ ' 


council committee composed of the 
chairmen of the 13 plant councils. 
Registration Begins. 

Registration in the 
opened today, after Low explained 
the plan to the 1057 men now on 
the pavroll. Membership in the as- 
sociation does not prevent workers 
from joining an outside union, Low 
said.

VETERANS’ BOARD OF APPEALS 


To Review All Decisions in Com- 
pensation Cases. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Frank T. Hines 
of the Veterans’ Administration ar- 
ranged today to establish a board 
of appeals to review all decisions by 
the special boards considering com- 
pensation cases. 

Hines reported to the President 
complete satisfaction on the prog- 
ress of the review boards, which 
are deciding which veterans will 
be allowed to continue on the Gov- 
ernment roll. He said that of the 
cases so far reviewed, about 40 per 
cent have been allowed. “To make 
certain that justice prevails, the 
President is establishing a board 
of appeals to serve as sort of a 
supreme court on all of these deci- 
sions.” Hines said. “This board of 
15 outstanding men will be named 
shortly and will be established in 
Washington.”

New Company, General 
American, Begins Opera- 
tions — $1,000,000,000 


in Policies in Force. 


Sale of assets of the insolvent 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co., 
to a new company which began 
operation today, was approved last 
night by Circuit Judge Hamilton. 

The new company is the General 
American Life Insurance Co., or- 
ganized by a group of New York 
men, and has as its president Wal- 
ter W. Head, former president of 
the American Bankers’ Association. 
The chairman of its board of direc- 
tors is David M. Milton, son-in-law 
of John D. Rockefeller Jr. 

This transaction marks the pass- 
ing as an active institution of the 
Missouri State Life, one of the 
country’s largest stock life insur- 
ance companies, operating in 38 
states and having approximately 
$1,000,000,000 of insurance in force 
and more than 250,000 policyhold- 
ers. 

The insolvency of Missouri State 
Life followed many years of finan- 
cial difficulties which caused State 
Superintendent of Insurance R. E. 
O’Malley recently to describe it as 
having been “frightfully misman- 
aged.” It underwent numerous 
changes of management, as various 
conflicting groups of stockholders 
sought control. 

Stockholders “Wiped Out.” 
Approving sale of the company’s 
assets by Superintendent of Insur- 
ance O’Malley to the General Amer- 
ican Co., Judge Hamilton remarked 
that this course appeared to be 
best for the interests of the policy- 
holders and that the stockholders

“have been entirely wiped out.’ 
Capital stock of Missouri State is 
500,000 shares of $10 par value each. 
its assets were reported by Insur- 
ance Department examiners in the 
course of the hearing before Judge 
Hamilton at approximately $115, 
000,000, compared with liabilities of 
about $144,000,000, a deficit of $29,- 
000,000. 

In purchasing the assets the new 
company agreed to assume the poli- 
cies and other obligations of Mis- 
souri State, subject to certain reser- 
vations. The death losses and ma- 
tured policy claims are to be paid 
in full; a lien of 50 per cent is to 
be placed against loan and cash 
surrender policy values, the lien to 
be reduced by earnings of Missouri 
State assets; at the end of 15 years 
the new company is to pay $7.50 for 
each $1000 of Missouri State insur- 
ance then in force, the proceeds 
to be used, first, to pay off any 
remaining policy lien and the '‘bal- 
ance, if any, to be distributed to 
Missouri State stockholders. 

A cash payment of $100,000 is to 
be made by the _ purchasers 
to the Insurance Superintendent, 
or as directed by him. The 
purchasing company agreed to pay 
wage. and salaries due to employes 
of the old company and valid claims 
of secured creditors to the extent 
of the value of their security, and 
to pay 50 per cent of all other valid 
claims. 

General American’s Setup. 

According to its articles of in- 
corporation, the General American 
Life company starts with capital 
and surplus of $2,000,000, obtained 
from sale of 50,000 shares of stock 
at$40each. Its stock is to be owned 
by holding companies controlled 
by Milton, Head and their associ- 
ates. 

Insurance Superintendent O’Mal- 
ley took charge of Missouri. State 
Life Aug. 28 when Circuit Judge 
Williams decreed it insolvent, as 
charged in a petition filed by 
O’Malley and admitted in an an- 
swer by the company. Hearings on 
the proposed purchase contract of 
General American Life were held 
Tuesday and Wednesday, with a 
number of objectors appearing, and 
the matter was argued by lawyers 
y-sterday afternoon. 

Statement by Head. 

In a statement today Head said 
“an effort will be made to develop 
& program which will permit a 
large number of former officers 
and employes of the old company 
to play a permanent part in the 
new organization.” The old com- 
pany had 954 employes, about 600 
of them in St. Louis. 

Among major executives of Mis- 
souri State who are to be retained 
by the new company are Sidney W. 
Souers, John J. Moriarty and Hen- 
ry Reichgott, vice-presidents; C. O. 
Shepherd, actuary; Allen May, gen- 
eral attorney; James Scott, comp- 
troller; and Emil Brill, assistant 
vice-president. 

The law firm of Williams, Nelson 
& English is to be the company’s 
general counsel. 

Head said today the new com- 
pany was ready to do business in 
Missouri, having received its li- 
cense, and that immediate applica- 
tion for license would be made in 
11 other states. The Missouri State 
agency organization will be retain- 
ed in those states in which the com- 
pany does business. 

The principal point raised by ob- 
jecting attorneys in their argu- 
ments yesterday was their conten- 
tion that under the law the Super- 
intendent of Insurance should have 
advertised for two weeks for bids 
for reinsurance of the Missouri 
State policies. The statutes require 
the superintendent to advertise for 
bids when the assets in possession 
of an insolvent company are 75 per 
cent or more of liabilities. 

As reported by the insurance ex- 
aminers, the assets exceeded 75 per 
cent of liabilities, but counsel for 
the General American company 
contended policy loans of $48,- 
000,000 and corresponding reserves 
should be deducted from the bal- 
ance sheet, which resulted in a 
showing of assets being less than 
75 per cent of liabilities. Judge 
Hamilton admitted he was some- 
what puzzled by the point, but after 
questioning Arthur Coburn, an 
actuary, on accounting practices 
took the view of the attorneys for 
the General American company. 

Lon O. Hocker, who objected to 
approval of the sale contract on the 
ground that his client, Lincoln Na- 
tional Life Insurance Co., wished 
an opportunity to bid, announced 
late yesterday that his client no 
longer was interested. Ernest A. 
Green, Joseph Goodman and Arthur 
E. Simpson represented policyhold- 
ers and stockholders who thought 
the contract was not as advantage- 
ous to their interests as it should 
be. Superintendent O’Malley testi- 
fied that no other concrete offer 
had been made for the assets. 

In announcing his approval of 
the contract, Judge Hamilton said 
he thought prompt action was nec- 
essary for protection of the policy- 
holders. 

In the decree of sale, filed today, 
the Court reserved jurisdiction for 
the purpose of seeing that the 
terms of the purchase agreement 
are carried out. 

It was announced in New York 
today by interests behind the Gen- 
eral American company that a “sub- 
stantial minority” of the stock of 
the new company will be available 
for purchase by Missouri State Life 
stockholders.

Postponement Decision Made 
on Request of NRA Adminis q 
trator and Senator Wagner. :

CLEVELAND, Sept. 8.—Heeding iz 
a request of the National Recov- : 
ery Administration, the executive | 
board of the Cleveland Street Car ia 
Men's Union last night postponed 
indefinitely a strike called for this 
morning. 

Decision on whether the street ; 
car employes will strike later was | 
left to the executive board which 
will meet tomorrow night. : 

The NRA intervention was dis- 
closed to representatives of the 
union and the company by Mayor 
Ray Miller. 

The Mayor told them that Hugh 
S. Johnson, NRA administrator, 
and Senator Robert Wagner of New 
+York, chairman of the NRA Na- 
tional Labor Board, had asked him 
to request the strike postponement 
until the NRA Labor Board could 
attempt a settlement. 

“Gen. Johnson told me to point 
out,” the Mayor said, “that strikes 
do not carry out the spirit of the 
NRA.”

Demands of Men. 

Previously, the members of the 
car men’s union had voted to strike 
unless their demands for recogni- 
tion and a 25 per cent increase in 
the wage rate, were met—demands 
which were promptly turned down 
by the company. 

The railway company is operating 
under the blanket code pending fin- 
al action on the transit code. The 
company said, however. that the 
union demands were above the 
NRA transit code and that the Na- ; 
tional Car Men's Union had helped : 
work out the transit code now un- : 
der consideration. : 

The gmpany maintained in the | 
past that it was governed by a rul- 
ing 6f the Ohio Supreme Court, 
which in effect held that it was 
against public policy for monopolis- 
tic public utilities to deal collective- 
ly on a closed shop basis, with its 
employes. 

Contention of Union. 

The car men’s union, which is af- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor contends that the na- 
tional recovery act supersedes the 
State law on the point of collective 
bargaining. 

Motormen and conductors recent- 
ly received an increase of five per 
cent in pay, now 57 cents an hour; 
but during the last year the rate 
had been reduced from 72 cents to 
54 cents. 

A spokesman for the union, said 
the five per cent increase had been 
converted into a cut because work- 
ing hours, under the NRA blanket 
code, had been so shortened, that 


the men were receiving less under 
the code than they were before. 

Although the demand for a 25 per 
cent increase in the wage scale has 
been rejected, he said the men were 
willing to compromise on that point, 
if their right to bargain collectively 
were recognized.

Fisherman’s Story May Ac- 
count for One of Two 
Bags Missing in Gordon 
Bennett Race. 


By the Associated Press. 

SUDBURY, Ontario, Sept. 8.—Jo- 
seph J. Paul said today that he saw 
a balloon, possibly one of the two 
bags missing in the James Gordon 
Bennett Cup Race, drop toward the 
ground in a lightning storm Sunday 
in the Meteor Lake district. 

The missing balloons are the 
Goodyear IX, piloted by Ward Van 
Orman, and the Polish army entry. 

Paul, who lives in Sudbury, was 
a member of a party of fishermen 
who returned here today. He said 
the balloon had not been found. 

There was a flash of lightning 
which blinded him for a moment, 
Paul recounted, and when he 
looked into the sky again the bal- 
loon, which had been flying low, 
was nowhere in sight. 

Many Have Fallen in Lake. 

“We had just finished supper 
about 6 o’clock when I first noticed 
the balloon,” Paul said. “It was 
flying low—about 1000 feet, I would 
judge—and was a half-mile away. 

“One of the worst storm I have 
ever been out in was raging at the 
time. There was a heavy mist and 
owing to the darkness and haze we 
could not see any markings on the 
craft.” 

There are numerous small lakes 
in that district and the balloon may 
have fallen into one of them, Pau! 
said. With him on the fishing trip 
were Edward Close and Joseph 
Therverge. 

The fishermen saw the basket of 


the balloon plainly, but they could 


not tell whether anyone was in it.

10 CONVICT COLONY 


Ship Will Take First Load to 
French Guiana in Two Years 
on Sept. 22, 


LA ROCHELLE, France, Sept. 8. 
—Convicts condemned to expiate 
crimes in the tropical heat of lone- 
ly French Guiana, are being assem- 
bled for transportation to the no 
torious camps theer Sept. 22. 

Fifteen hundred convicts are 
awaiting banishment. Most of 
them will make the voyage in two 
loads of nearly 700 each on a con- 
vict ship sailing on its first trip in 
two years. 

Escape offers the only hope many 
will have of seeing the French 
shores again as they climb the 
ship’s ladder, and three weeks la- 
ter descend to the docks of St. Lau- 
rent du Maroni, 4300 miles from 
home. Many are lifers, while many 
others may return to France only 
after serving long terms at hard la- 
bor followed by as many years of 
exile. - 

Agitation for abolishment of the 
convict colony has been revived si- 


multaneously with reports of recent 
wholesale escapes. More than 100 
convicts have escaped within the 
past six months, leading to suspi- 
cions that a secret organized band 
is aiding them, for a price, in flee- 
ing through the perilous jungles or 
across the shark-infested Caribbean 
Sea. 

Criminals condemned to hard la- 
bor; mo “7 murderers and profes- 
sional thieves, are kept at St. Lau- 
rent du Maroni. The criminally in- 
sane, usually sent to the colony for 
life are seggregated at St. Jean du 
Maroni. 

Good behavior may gain convicts 
a place on a model farm at Cour- 
roux, or in Cayenne, where they 
sleep in prison, but may hire out 
by the day as domestics or in stores 
and offices. 

Any criminal sent to Guiana must 
stay there in exile after his release 
for as many years as his term of 
hard labor calls for.

It is well known that after the 
Civil War colonies of former Con- 
federate soldiers. were established 
in Brazil, where they prospered 
and their descendants have taken 
a prominent part in the life of the 
country, but the Honduran group 
apparently dropped out of history, 
Ricketson says. 

He found what may be another 
“lost white race” on the hundreds 
of xeys stretching along the Hon- 
duran coast” line. He describes 
members of this group as follows: 

“They are characterized by a 
spare build, aquiline nose, rather 
high frequency of blue eyes con- 
sidering the almost universality of 
dark eyes throughout this area, 
and by a mahogany colored com- 
plexion more suggestive of long ex- 
posure than of racial swarthiness. 

“T was given to understand that 
they never leave the keys except 
to wsit Belize, and that their only 
occupations are turtling and fish- 
ing, plus a mild interest in coco- 
nut cultivation. My informant ex- 
pressed an opinion that they were 
remnants of those early settlers and 
buccaneers who referred to them- 
selves as ‘The Baymen.’ 

Strange “Amphibian” People. 

“T can do no more than suggest 
that this type may be such a rem- 
nant. Like the Caribs, they are 
expert sailors. Living in a rela- 
tively salubrious and mosquito- 
it might be ex- 


pected that their general health 


would be found higher than that 


of the mainland dwellers.”

In 1913 he became deputy for 
Jiddah and identified himself with 
the Arab national movement.

CONSUMERS’ BOARD DEMANDS 
INDUSTRIES GIVE PRICE QUOTA 


Wants Code Hearings to Obtain In- 
formation for Use in Checking 
Increases. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 — The 
Consumers’ Advisory Board of the 
Recovery Administration has de- 
manded that “aS a part of the hear- 


ings on codes, representatives of 
the industries affected should be 
called on to give such cost and 
price information as may be neces- 
Sary as a benchmark in the check- 
ing of price increases under the 
code.” 

The consumers’ board, directed 
by Mrs. Mary Harriman Rumsey, 
sought to broaden its co-operation 
with various agencies in an effort 
to prevent runaway prices. It asked 
“that there be uniform provisions 
for adequate consumer representa- 
tion on the authority administering 
the codes,” and “that the text of 
codes be restricted to provisions 
having positive meanings and that 
irrevelant matter and extraneous 
observations be eliminated.” 

Mrs. Rumsey said the codes 
should contain provisions to give 
effect to President Roosevelt’s 
Statement that “the aim of this 
whole effort is to restore our rich 
domestic market by raising its vast 
consuming capacity.” “If we now 
inflate prices as fast and as far as 
we increase wages, the whole pro- 
ject will be set at naught,” she said.

8.—Calling for preservation of the 
“freedom and integrity of the 
states,” Philip Cabot of Harvard 
University today characterized the

Cabot is professor of public 
utility management in Harvard's 
graduate school of business admin- 
istration. 

In an address prepared for de- 
livery at the convention of the 
Pennsylvania Electric Association, 
he expressed the view that if the 
NRA policies “were made perma- 
nent,” states’ rights would be 
jeopardized. 

“If these emergency measures re- 
main in force for any considerable 
length of time we may find that 
the forces we have set in motion 
are beyond our control,” Cabot 
said. 

“It seems to be unthinkable,” he 
said, “that the regimentation of in- 
dustry and the control of personal 
conduct contemplated by the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act rep- 
resent the sober judgment of this 
nation except as emergency mea- 
sures.

John Bromley of the general 
council, who submitted the motion, 
urged united action against forces 
which seek to usurp democracy. 

Walter Citrine, secretary of the 
Congress, said: “It is an extraor- 
dinary phenomenon that 63 per 
cent of the working class of Ger- 
many should have voted to put 
their backs under the heel of a dic- 
tatorship.

It is notable, how- 
ever, that only a very small per cent of 
this influx was sows. ‘There were of- 
fered pigs so small that many of them 
must ignominiously be converted into 
either tankage or fertilizer; the former 
to be used to produce bone and muscle 
on more pigs, whereas much of the latter 
will likely be used to fertilize a corn 
crop by means of which fat may be 
added to the bone and muscle produced 
by the tankage. 

The thrifty farmers see in the efforts 
of the Farm Administration an advance 
in hog prices. They are not to be caught 
short on these lowly animals. Hence the 
retention of the sows, to which we may 
expect there will be added an unusually 
large number of newly bred gilts this 
fall, all of which, no doubt, will result 
in a larger pig crop in the near future 
than if the Government had made no 
effort to curtail the crop. 

How nobly the farmers will respond 
to the Farm Administration’s desire to 
curtail the wheat crop is not yet known. 
But we may expect that it will result in 
double or triple acreage planted by those

Birth of the Skyscraper. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


O far as I am aware, no St. Louis pub- 


lication has pointed out the remark- 


able tribute to the historic importance of 
the Wainwright Building, Seventh and 
Chestnut streets, contained on pages 85 
and 86 in the book entitled “Modern Ar- 
chitecture, Being the Kahn Lectures for 
1930, by Frank Lloyd Wright,” published 
by the Princeton University Press, 1931. 
The tribute is as follows: 

Our peculiar invention, the skyscrap- 
er, began on our soil when Louis H. 
Sullivan came through the door that 
connected my little cubicle with his 
room in the Auditorium Tower, pushed 
a drawing board with a stretch of ma- 
nila paper upon it over onto my 
drafting table, and, without a word, 
went back again into his own room and 
closed the door behind him.

In 1930, the Caldwell type of leadership was clearly 
illustrated by a deal he caused the Missouri State's 
executive committee to pass. His investment house, 
Caldwell & Co., had borrowed a large sum of money 
from its own bank, the Nashville Trust Co., putting 
up as collateral Missouri State stock at a valuation of 
$75 per share. The bank examiners, pointing out that 
Missouri State stock had a current value of about 
$30, demanded payment of the loan or other collateral. 
To extricate himself from this difficulty, Caldwell 
proposed: 

(1) That the Missouri State buy for $4,000,000 
in cash $4,000,000 (face value) in securities from 
the Nashvilie Trust Co.: (2) that the Caldwell- 
controlled Inter-Southern Life Insurance Co. of 
Louisville, Ky., sell these securities for $4,000,000 
in cash to the Nashville Trust Co.; (3) that the 
Inter-Southern then take for these securities 
Caldwell’s 148,050 shares in Missouri State. 

Why this ring-around-the-rosy? The joker was that, 
by shifting securities and cash in this manner among 
the various companies, Caldwell was able to get more 
cash than his collateral was worth. The Missouri 
State stock at a valuation of $75 was not acceptable 
to the bank examiners, so it was charged to the In- 
ter-Southern. The $4,000,000 (face value) in securities 
to go to the Missouri State were, in reality, worth 
only about $2,000.000. 

This proposal was made five days after the Missouri 
State had been examined by the Missouri Insurance 
Department and 12 other state departments, obvi- 
ously in the hope that it would not be detected for 
a considerable period. Wind of it was wafted, how- 
ever, to the Missouri department, which was able 
to stop the deal after it was half consummated. On 
the original proposal, Missouri State stood to lose 
a cool $2,000,000 but, due to the interruption, it lost 
from $500,000 to $1,100,000. 

After collapse of the Caldwei! bubble, the battle- 
ground for control of the Missouri State shifted to 
the Inter-Southern. M. J. Dorsey and associates, who 
controlled the Security Life of America at Chicago 
and the Northern States Life of Hammond, pledged 
their stock in these companies with Hallgarten & Co. 
of New York for a loan to buy the Inter-Southern. It 
was a typical example of insurance promotion by 
which stocks of varioys companies are interlocked, 
+ making it possible for promoters to widen their hold- 
ings with little or no investment of their‘own. The 
Dorsey combine’s house of cards soon collapsed, car- 
rying with it the Security Life, the Northern States 
Life and the Inter-Southern. 

Next on the scene appeared Julius H. Barnes, Frank 
S. Cohen and A. M. Greenfield. They organized the 
Kentucky Home Life Insurance Co. and took over 
the Inter-Southern, with its Missouri State holdings, 
in a re-insurance deal. Greenfield put in $750,000: 
Barnes and Cuhen, $250,000. Within a year, Green- 
field sold out to the other two for $1,350,000, a cool 
profit of $600,000. Incidental in the purchase of the 
Kentucky Home Life was the necessity for a loan of 
$800,000 by the Barnes-Cohen group. This loan was 
the basis of an involved transaction. 

The loan was obtained from the First National 
Bank of St. Louis, with the Mississippi Valley and 
Boatmen’s banks participating. Collateral for the 
loan was stock of the Philadelphia Life, the United 
Life & Accident and the Kentucky Home Life, which 
the Missouri State directed be purchased for its ac- 
count. Three of the directors of Missouri State— 
Messrs. Nardin, Nims and Watts—were also directors 
of the First National Bank. The net result of the 
transaction was that the Barnes-Cohen interests 
bought into the Missouri State with its own money. 
*. * o ’ 

We go at length into these transactions to show 
the need for divorcing the insurance business from 
other financial enterprises and from the situation 
by which one insurance company may invest in the 
securities of other insurance companies. The latter 
is specifically permitted by Missouri law. There is, 
of course. no good reason on the surface why one in- 
surance company should not invest in the stock of 
another. As a matter of fact, several of the great 
fire insurance groups are organized on this basis. It 
is perfectly proper morally and perfectly practical 
from a business standpoint—within limitations. 

The breach of morality and the ensuing business 
instability result when Company A owns stock in 
Company B and Company B, in turn, owns stock in 
Company A. This produces a pyramiding of assets. 
That is, the same dollar is counted once in the assets 
of Company A and, for the second time. in the 
resources of Company B. This is the reason the 
$800,000 loan which the Missouri State Life guar- 
anteed, and the proceeds of which were used to pur- 
chase control of the Kentucky Home Life, was iniqui- 
tous, because the Kentucky Home Life owns about 
29 per cent of the Missouri State’s stock. A Federal 
Judge, Charles I. Dawson, of Louisville, Ky., former 
director of the company, went further, denouncing 
the loan as illegal, and resigned from the board when 
the company refused to rescind it. 

If statutory law, to be on the safe side, had pro- 
hibited entirely the investment of an insurance com: 
pany in the stocks of other insurance companies, it 
is reasonable to infer that the Missouri State would 
not have failed. Caldwel] could not have forced the 
Inter-Southern to buy the stock of the Missouri State, 
nor could he have caused, as he did, the Missouri 
State to buy control of the Southwestern Life In- 
surance Co. of Dallas for $7,300.000. .That stock has 
now been written down to approximately $4,500,000 
and Missouri State has $1,600,000 still to pay on ft.

been forbidden, the publicity following the Caldwell 
and Dorsey deals would have been averted. This 
publicity, outlining the various interlocking transac 
tions that had occurred, shook public confidence in 
Missouri State and caused a run by policyholders, 
who withdrew altogether, in the form of loans and 
cash surrender values, some $48,000,000 from the al- 
ready shaky structure, further contributing to its, 
eventual collapse. Those who criticise the public for 
succumbing to “hysteria” on such occasions overlook 
the fact that it is primarily the management which 
is responsible for such runs, and the public is merely 
attempting to salvage whatever of its own money is 
left aféér the higher-ups serve their own interests. 
, . ~ * 

Another cause of the rotten mess in which the 
Missouri State finds itself is the whittling away 
of safeguards in Missouri’s insurance laws by highly 
paid lobbyists, who have beén writing these laws in 
the interest of unsound insurance practices. In most 
cases, the members of the Legislature are entirely 
unaware of what is happening and the Missouri In- 
surance Department, which should understand the 
significance, either does not do so or fails in its duty 
to pclicyholders of blocking unsound legislation. 
We have in mind, for example, Section 5919, Re- 
vised Statutes of Missouri, 1929, passed by the Mis- 
souri Legislature in 1927. It permits the exchange 
of “any rea] estate acquired in foreclosure or in 
payment of debts in whole or in part for other real 
estate.” It also amends another section in such a 
way as to force the Superintendent of Insurance to 
accept the “other real estate.” These changes in 
the law permitted insurance companies to jump 
neatly from the frying pan into the fire. 

Prior to 1927, insurance companies had seen the 
value of farms on which they held first mortgages 
dwindle in value to the point where they were re- 
quired to take over the farms; the farms had become 
worth less than the amount of the first mortgage; 
the insurance companies, in attempting to operate 
the farms to protect their investment, pay their gwn 
interest charges and taxes, found themselves losing 
from 2 to 4 per cent. They then sought the fore 
going changes in the law, permitting them to ex- 
change such farm lands for equities or second mort- 
gages in city real estate, chiefly apartment houses. 
At the outset, this resulted in large profits, chang- 
ing losses of from 2 to 4 per cent into gains of as 
much as 10 per cent. However, with the tremendous 
over-building of apartment houses and the advent of 
the depression, the companies found themselves in 
a worse position with apartment huuse second mort- 
gages than they had been with the prime farm paper. 
Instead of being able to acquire them by outright 
ownership, as they had the farms, they were forced 
to protect, if they could, their equities, subject in 
many instances to liens on which it was difficult to 
meet requirements. 

It is fundamental that insurance company funds 
should be invested in first liens, and, although the 
record in the case for a while seemed to justify the 
change in policy, the final consequence has been once 
more to prove that first liens should be the extent 


In this connection. it may be pointed out that the 
Legislature amended the life insurance mortgage law 
to provide that insurance companies might increase 
the amount of their loans on real estate from 50 per 
cent, the established figure for many years, to 66 2-3 
per cent, which, of course, reduced the margin of 
safety when real estate values began to crash. The 
facts and figures of the depression, in which col- 
lapse of real estate has been one of the blackes~ 
spots, are more than sufficient to cause the Legisla- 
ture to restore the 50 per cent proviso. 

In any legislative program for insurance reform, 
careful consideration should be given to the enact- 
ment of a compulsory deposit law, in effect now in 
only a very few states. Such a law would force in- 
surance companies to deposit their reserves with the 
Insurance Department. Our law at present makes this 
optional. One Missouri insurance company—with a na- 
tional reputation for soundness and good management 
—deposits securities representing the legally-required 
amount of its capital, and its entire reserve, ranging 
in the neighborhood of $42,000,000, with the Missouri 
Insurance Department. Missouri State ceased this 
practice some years ago. 

\ ” 7 * 

We have discussed what the Missouri Insurance De- 
partment referred io as the “frightful mismanage- 
ment” of the Missouri ptate and the need for legis- 
lative changes to curb insurance promotion and dan- 
gerous insurance practices. We have yet to refer 
to one of the most crying needs of Missouri, namely, 
ar insurance department adequately captained and 
staffed, and capable of performing the exacting and 
intricate duties devolving upon it.. In the national 
insurance field, the Missouri Insurance Department 
has a bad reputation. It has been accused—and we 
are referring to the administrations of the past 20 
years—-of everything from stupidity to incompetence. 
For years the Insurance Department bas had at 
its head no man who, previous to his appointment, 
had attained any real stature in the insurance world. 
The superintendency has been a refuge for men who, 
perhaps, had some ax to grind or represented some 
particular branch of insurance, or simply wanted a 
job. The sincerity of some of the superintendents 
is unquéstioned; likewise, their efforts at honest and 
capable administration. The trouble bas lain in the 
lack of prior experience, courage and other qualifica- 
tions needed to do the job well. In some cases, even 
assuming a superintendent to be all he should have 
been, the debris left by his predecessors was so moun- 
tainous as to overwhelm him. In the assistantships, 
with some exceptions, it has been a post-graduate 
schoo] for young men who intended to learn, at pub- 
lic expense, the involved business of insurance, and 
then to go out into private practice with the prestige 
of public office behind them. 

Obviously, a state department of such importance 
should be neither a refuge for unknown job bunters, 
nor a school for youths. It should command men of 
outstanding importance in the insurance world. It 
has been suggested as one solution that an insurance 
commission, with overlapping terms to insure con- 
tinaity of policy, should be created, to consist of (1) 
an actuary who bas been a member of the American 
Institute of Actuaries for at least 10 years (in itself 
a reasonable guarantee); (2) a lawyer who has been 
admitted to Missouri practice for at least 10 years; 
(3) a layman with 10 years’ insurance experience. 

Insurance examiners should be selected on a civil 
service basis, subject to removal! only for cause and 
independent of the fortunes of political parties. The

An Economist Surveys the New Deal 


Real prosperity, says banking authority, exists when whole population by honest work 
can earn enough to enjoy the ordinary comforts of life; if greed prevents em- 
ployers from co-operating under the NRA, it will destroy itsélf; unsound bank- 
ing and dishonest practices among security dealers made new statutes necessary.

HE Industrial Recovery Act seems a 
master idea of co-operation. The extent 

to which it will work depends entirely 
upon full and honest co-operation. If 
employers fail to co-operate and for their 
own greed seek excessive private profits in- 
stead of spreading employment and con- 
sumer income, they will destroy their own 
hope of prosperity and that of the country. 
The Recovery Act is an experiment,’and 
we are in such a state of economic chaos 
that we must experiment to get out. There- 
fore, this is one effort. We hope it suc- 
ceeds. Its soundness depends on the honesty 
and co-operation of the captains of industry. 
The Banking Act has certain features that 
may be régarded as unsound, but these are 
more or less temporary, provided recovery 
in general business comes along in due 
course. The guarantee of deposits would 
not be approved as a permanent measure 


al 


_of sound banking but as a temporary mea- 


sure it restores confidence. Therefore, as 
a temporary measure it may be justified. 

The divorcement of barks from security 
companies and otherwise stricter legal su- 
pervision of banks was justified. There was 
nothing sound in our old system of depart- 
ment store banking. Confidence was lost 
in banks because of the mismanagement 
of bank investments and the sale of worth- 
less securities through banks to customers. 

When banks carrying a national or state 
charter are worse offenders in selling the 
public bad securities than bucket-shops, any 
effort to correct this plundering of the peo- 
ple’s savings is sound. 

These remarks about banks may be ap- 
plied to the Securities Act. The National 
Securities Act was brought on by the in- 
vestment bankers, the so-called underwrit- 
ing brokers, members of the leading stock 
exchanges, and the affiliate security com- 
panies of banks. 

In recent years it is estimated that, 
through greed, ignorance, and plain dishon- 
esty, the public has been sold more than 
25 billion dollars’ worth of worthless secur!- 
ties by these chartered and reputable com- 
panies, firms and corporations. 

It is indeed sound and high tirhe that the 
Government did something to protect the 
people against their own ignorance and 
against being the prey of these reputable 
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dealers who so easily acquired the public 
confidence. ; 

It is a severe criticism of our bankers, 
investment bankers, brokers and their as- 
sociations that these groups did not correct 
this evil practice in this business. If we 
cannot depend upon the investment bankers 
and brokers to maintain a high-class busi- 
ness among themselves, the Government 
must step in or capitalism will fall. It ig 
just possible that these two acts have done 
more to preserve capitalism in this country 
than any national legislation for a good 
many decades. a 

The foundations of capitalism are confi- 
dence, in thrift, savings, bank deposits, 
bonds, insurance and the like. Because of 
econgemic mismanagement, the American 
people had justly lost confidence in these 
fundamentals of capitalism. If these acts 
can restore confidence and build up a sys- 
tem deserving confidence. capitalism ought 
to sing the praises of this legislation. 

It may be that these acts are too severe 
or they may have to be changed to meet 
conditions, but let us be ready to change 
them and make them fit the needs of our 
economic society. Then they will be sound. 

Needless to say, few orthodox economists 
have any confidence in efforts to raise prices 
either by fixing prices or by manipulating 
the currency ;° by temporary agreements. 
Nor is there ahy confidence in spending the 
public's money to carry on unproductive 
enterprises that: will not pay for themsélves 
out of income. 

The first essentials are a sound money, a 
price level built on supply and demand 
where there is freedom of competition, and 
the free exchange of goods between coun- 
tries, so that each country can engage in 
producing goods that it can produce cheap- 
est and buy those that it can purchase for 
less than it would cost to produce them in 
the buying country. 

Real prosperity exists in that country that 
produces the largest amount of goods and 
services at the lowest cost prices, and -so 
distributes those goods and services among 
the whole population until everyone has the 
ordinary comforts and luxuries of life and 
can earn enough at honest work to main- 
tain this standard of living. 

That is what we are seeking. 
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| Moreover, if this trafficking in insurance stocks had 


history of the International Life, Missouri State and 


other companies indicates the wisdom of a 
resident examiner in each company, if a 
compulsory deposit law is not enacted, the 
examiners to be transferred at frequent peri- 
ods to prevent too long and too close’ asso- 
ciation with insurance company officers. 

It has been estimated by persons familiar 
with the Missouri insurance situation that 
it would take 15 years to give it a thorough- 
going renovation and to bring the State’s 
standards up to those of other states, in- 
cluding changes in Missouri law and in 
supervision. Other insurance authorities say 
that Missouri’s only fegal need is enforce- 
ment of the law that those who steal must 


go to the penitentiary; and that the yeal 
remedy lies in human character. 

In any event, we can go on no longer 
permitting the exploitation of Missourt com- 
panies, the purchase of cats and dogs with 
policyholders’ money and all of the rotten- 
ness which now and then emerges when it 
can no longer be contained. We sugisest to 
Gov. Park that the State,needs a rousing 
investigation, similar to the Armétsong in- 
vestigation in New York, to be conducted by 
a Missourian of outstanding ability, and to 
be followed by such legal and legislative 
actiom Wat will make Missouri respectable 
in the Basurance world.

| Day after day, the public witnesses exhibi- 
tions which make it more and more cynical 
regarding lawyers and the law. A Judge 
releases two men found committing a fel- 
ony, because, forsooth, their “constitutional 
rights” have been infringed. A poor man 
is caught, tried, convicted and sentenced in 
the course of afew days; a wealthy racket 
eer can escape conviction almost as long 
he has money to pay his expensive counsel, 

The poor man’s jury is picked in five min- 
utes. The lawyers for the rich criminal can 
spend days examining prospective jurors, in 
the hope that, by getting a jury of the most 
ignorant and incompetent talesmen avail- 
able, they can defeat justice. Who but the 
lawyers have brought the jury system into 
contempt? Who but the lawyers have made 
sO many of our courts suspect? . 

And what do the lawyers do about it? 
They have their bar associations, |ocal, 
state, national. These associations have 
their committees on membership and pro 
cedure. Do these committees ever meet to 
discuss the conduct of specific attorneys’ 
Seldom. Rather than take action, they shut 
their eyes to the honor of their profession. 

Worse, they knowingly trail justice in ‘he 
mud, and make our American form of it 
a hissing and a by-word in countries where 
the bar has had courage enough and prid 
enough to put the lega)] shyster and shar! 
out of business; to make juries honest and 
efficient, and to keep the bench, especially 
the criminal bench, away from any susp 
cion of alliance with outlaws and enemies 
of the people.

BUDGET DIRECTOR SUGGESTS

Would Have City Doctors Perform 
Autopsies and City Ambu- 
lances Haul Bodies. 

The Coroner’s office could save 
from $2500 to $3000 a year by 
changing the procedure after 
deaths at city institutions, City 
Budget Director Arthur C. Meyers 
inforfhed Mayor Dickmann in a 
letter today.

Reduce Former From 12 to 8, Pay 
From $6.50 to $5 Ef- 
fective dct. 1. 

Registered private duty nurses of 
the St. Louis district voted last 
night to .educe their working iay 
from 12 hours to 8 hours and their 
pay scale from $6.50 a day to $5 for 
general cases. The change is de- 
signed to give work to about 250 
unemployed nurses, according to 
Miss Mary Lee Mitchell, vice chair- 
man of the private duty section, 
Third District, State Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation. 

The new regulations will take ef- 
fect Oct. 1. The membership of the 
organization comprises about 950 
private duty nurses.

TO KEEP HANDS OFF UNIONS 


Says He Received Complaints; 
Sends onnaire to Check on 
Observance of Law. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept 8&—A 
statement that railroad manage- 
ments “must keep their hands off 
so far as labor organizations are 
concerned” was made yesterday by 
Joseph B. Eastman, Federal trans- 
portation co-ordinator, in address- 
ing a questionnaire to all railway 
presidents to ascertain if they were 
jliving up to the labor protection 
provisions of the emergency rail- 
road act. 

Eastman said he had received 
“many complants” which led him

Operation of Auto May Be 
Barred 3 Years If Judgment 
in Accident Is Obtained.

DETROIT, * “t. 8—One of the 
strictest of all liability laws affect- 
ing the motorist will become ef- 
fective in Michigan next month. 


Under its terms the owner of a 
motor vehicle involvee in an acci- 
dent, against whom a judgment is 
obtained for physical or other dam- 
age resulting from the operation 
of his car, may be deprived for 
three years of his right to drive. 

The pendity does not merely for- 
bid the operation of the vehicie 
involved in the accident but also 
any other motor veh :le owned by 
the individval responsible for the 
judgment. The law will be en- 
forced through the impounding of 
the license plates on the car in- 
volved in the accident and those 
of any other car owned by the 
person against whom the judgment 
has been rendered. 

The law is not a substitute for 
any statutes now on the books; it 
specifically retains in force any 
regulations previously enacted con- 
cerning the operation of motor 
cars and personal liability there- 
for, and sets up ‘1e additional sta- 
tutory liability for any and all 
damages resulting from such op- 
eration. 

Michigan’s laws concerning the 

operation of motor vehicles are de- 
scribed by traffic engineers as be- 
ing perhaps the most liberal of 
any state, and yet they have not 
been entirely without teeth prior 
to the enactment of the new lia- 
bility statute. Several) years ago the 
speed limit on the State highways, 
outside the corporate limits of cit- 
jes, towns and villages, was re- 
moved entirely, permitting the 
motorist to drive as fast as he 
chose on State highways. 
' The catch in the speed law, how- 
ever, was an almost overlooked 
clause that provided the motorist 
must be able to stop his car “with- 
“in the clear distance he can see 
ahead.” The single word “clear” 
placed the responsibility for acci- 
dents growing out of 80 and 9(-mile 
an hour driving on the State’s high- 
ways directly up to the driver. 

Strangely enough, despite the un- 
UWmited speed allowance of the law 
Michigan motorists invariably slow 
down to a 40-hour speed when a 
State motorcycle officer appears 
on the road. This tendency is due 
not so much to an unconscious im- 
pulse as it is the fact that many

WHEAT ACREAGE LIMIT 
IN HALF OF COUNTY 


Many Growers Sign Allotment 
Plan—to Name Township 
Committees. 


About three-fourths of the grow- 
ers of wheat in significant amounts 
and about half the wheat acreage 
in St. Louis County will be signed 
up in the administration’s acreage 
reduction program, the Farm Bu- 
reau estimates today. 

Nearly 150 farmers have applied 
for allotment contracts in six days. 
Farm Agent Oscar Meier and his 
assistant, Russell Landers, esti- 
mated that as many more would 
apply within the next week, for the 
benefit of a Government bounty. 

Some farmers, they related, were 
refusing to accept the plan in the 
hope of cashing in on higher prices 
with full or increased acreage. 
Farm Agent Meier, was informed 
that one farmer in the Missouri 
River bottoms was buying up and 
leasing all the wheat land he could 
obtain on the theory that specula- 
tive high prices would last, com- 


mented: “He will probably be a 
sadder and wiser man in the 
spring.” 


Mass of Documents Appals. 

Most of the growers failing to 
sign, Meier and Landers reported, 
were appalled by the stack of doc- 
uments to be filled out. Probably a 
fourth of the 900 St. Louis County 
growers raised 10 acres of wheat or 
less, they said, and probably half 
raised no more than 20 acres. These 
generally considered the benefits of 
the plan hardly worth the trouble 
of filling out the papers. 

The farm advisers yesterday 
completed a series of all-day meet- 
ings in each township to obtain ap- 
plications. Stenographers accom- 
panied them to do the actual fill- 
ing out, on information—covering 
the. crop for five years back—pro- 
vided by each farmer. 

They were kept busy from 8 a. m. 
to 6 p. m. every day. Many 
farmers, lacking time to wait 
their turn or finding they 
had not provided themselves 
with all the data required, are to 
call at the Farm Bureau in Clayton. 

The smallest wheat acreage cov- 
ered in an application so far was 
nine acres, and the largest 240 
acres, but the bulk of the applica- 
tions covered 40 to 60 acres. 

Regulatory Committees. 

Township meetings to organize 
wheat allotment committees will 
begin next week, and Meier plans 
to spend the day preceding each 
evening meeting in the township 
with stenographers to assist grow- 
ers in drawing up applications. 
The towwnship organizations will 
elect a county executive committee 
and a central allotment committee 
to administer the program, which 
is designed to be self-sustaining. 
The wheat allotment plan is fi- 
naced from the processing tax of 30 
cents a bushel. That sum, less the 
cost of administration, is to be paid, 
on 54 per cent of average produc- 
tion for the last five years, to farm- 
ers signing allotment contracts. It 
is expected to amount to about 28 
cents a bushel on that part of the 
average crop. Growers are to re- 
ceive 20 cents a bushel of the “ad- 
justment payment” as soon as the 
records are completed this fall, and 
the remainder when the crop is har- 
vested and proof of compliance is 
established. 

The law provided for a maximum 
20 per cent reduction, but Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace has 
placed the necessary reduction at 
only 15 per cent of the average for 
the last five years. Low prices and 
poor crops have led many county 
farmers to sow so little wheat in 
the last year or two, however, that 
some of them will be able to com- 
ply with a reduction contract and 


still raise more wheat than they 
- 


raised last year. The total wheat 


acreage in the county for the last 


five years averaged 30,778 acres, 
but for the last three years only 
25,195 acres.

FR SUNDAY DESSERT 


Lemons and Pine- 
apple Flavoi Thése 
Recipes. 


Whipped cream in a dessert al- 
ways seems to make the Sunday 
dinner just a little better. Com- 
bined with fruit juices and quick- 
cooking tapioca, here are three 
delightful desserts which are easy 
to prepare. 

Lemon Tapioca. 

One-half cup quick-cooking tap- 
joca, 

One-half teaspoon salt, 

One quart boiling water, 

One cup sugar, 

One-half cup lemon juice grated 
rind one lemon, 

One cup cream, whipped. 

Add tapioca and salt to water, 
and cook in double boiler 15 min- 
utes, or until tapioca is clear, stir- 
ring frequently. Add sugar, lem- 
on juice, and lemond rind. Cool. 
Fold in whipped cream. Chill until 
thickened. Pile lightly in sherbet 
glasses. Garnish with maraschino 
cherries. 

Pineapple Tapioca. 
One-half cup quick-cooking tap- 
ioca, 

One-quarter teaspoon salt, 

Four cups hot pineapple juice 
and water, 

One-half cup sugar, 

One cup canned’ pineapple, finely 
cut. 
Add tapioca and salt to pineapple 
juice and water, and cook in dou- 
ble boiler 15 minutes, or until tap- 
ioca is clear, stirring frequently. 
Add sugar and pineapple and chill. 
Serve with whipped cream. 

Chantilly Orange Tapioca. 

Four tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca, 

One-quarter teaspoon salt, 

One and one-third cups boiling 
water, 

One-half cup sugar, 

One cup orange juice, grated rind 
one-half orange, 

One-half cup cream, whipped. 

Add tapioca and salt to water, 
and cook in double boiler 15 min- 
utes, or until tapioca is clear, stir- 
ring frequently. Add sugar, orange 
juice, and orange rind. Cool. Fold 
in whipped cream. Chill until 
thickened. Pile lightly in sherbet 
glasses. Just before serving, gar- 
nish with very fine one-quarter 
inch shreds of orange rind, free 
from all white membrane. 


TOMATO RISQUE 


Two tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

Two cups canned 
strained and heated. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Three cups milk or light cream, 
scalded. 

Add quick-cooking tapioca, salt, 
pepper, and sugar to tomato juice. 
Cook in double boiler 15 minutes, 
or until] tapioca is clear, stirring

frequently. Add butter. When 
ready to serve, pour slowly into 
milk. 

GOLDEN SAUCE 


Three tablespoons butter. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One and one-half cups milk. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Two egg yolks. 

One teaspoon lemon: juice or vin- 
egar. 

Make sauce of first three ingre- 
dients, salt and pepper. Beat egg 
yolks slightly and just before serv- 
ing, add sauce and heat. Add lemon 
juice and serve at once. Especially 
good on heated canned asparagus. 


HONEY CAKE FROSTING 


Two cups granulated sugar. 
Two tablespoons strained honey. 
One-half cup water. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

Two egg whites. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Cook sugar, honey, water and 
salt to the firm ball stage, 248 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Beat the syrup 
slowly into the two well-beateh egg 
whites.

Add vanilla and spread 
on cake. 


“RAISIN BISCUITS 


Sift together one and one-half 
cups. white flour, one-half cup 
granulated sugar, one teaspoon salt. 
Add two cups graham flour, then 
three tablespoons shortening, mix- 
ing well through the dry ingredi- 
ents. Next add one-half cup mo- 
lasses and one and one-half cups 
sour milk in which one teaspoon 
soda has been dissolved making 
dough just stiff enough to roll out. 

Turn on to floured board and roll 
out about three-eighths of an inch 
thick. Sprinkle one-half of, surface 
thickly with seedless raisins. Fold

RECIPES FOR NEXT WEEK. 
Ketchup Gravy. 

From pan in which steak has 
been cooked, pour all except 2 
tablespoons fat. Add 2 tablespoons 
flour and stir over a slow fire un- 
til browned. Add 1% cups water, 
% cup tomato ketchup, and salt 
and pepper to season. Let boil for 
several minutes, stirring fre- 
quently. 

Tomatoes With Cheese Sauce. 


For six servings allow six good- 
sized tomatoes. Cut a thin slice 
from top of each and scoop out 
most of pulp with a firm spoon. 
Sprinkle inside of tomatoes lightly 
with salt and pepper. Chop pulp 
that was scooped out and mix with 
one cup soft fine bread crumbs, one 
tablespoon chopped onion, one-half 
cup finely cut American cheese, 
one teaspoon salt, one teaspoon pre- 
pared mustard and two tablespoons 
melted butter. Stuff tomatoes with 
this mixture, replace tops and place 
in a greased baking dish. Bake in 
a moderate oven for 35 minutes. 
Serve each tomato on a round of 
toast and pour over it white sauce 
mixed with one-fourth cup grated 
cheese. Serve very hot. 

Stuffed Tenderloins. 

Three pork tenderloins, six table- 
spoonfuls melted butter or marga- 
rine, two cupfuls_ toasted bread 
crumbs, one cupfull boiling water, 
one egg slightly beaten, one-half 
small onion, minced, one-half tea- 
spoonful minced parsley, one-half 
teaspoonful salt, one-quarter tea- 
spoonful celery salt, one-eighth tea- 
spoonful powdered sage, speck pep- 

er. 

. Wipe the tenderloins with a damp 
cloth, split and lay them opened 
flat. Rub with two tablespoons 
melted fat. Meanwhile prepare the 
suffing as follows: Combine toast- 
ed bread crumbs, one-third cup 
boiling water, egg, minced onion, 
parsley salt, celery salt, powdered 
sage, pepper and four tablespoons 
melted butter. Beat until light, 
then spread on tenderloins. Fold up 
tenderloins and tie with string. 

Arrange in a baking pan, sprinkle 
lightly with salt, put two-third cup 
boiling water in bottom of the pan 
and bake in a hot oven for one 
hour until the meat is tender. In 
serving, cut and remove the strings. 
A gravy can be made from drip- 
pings in the pan. Put parboiled, 
pecied sweet potatoes in pan with 
meat and bake. 

Pepper Dressing. 


Three-quarter cup salad oil, six 
tablespoons vinegar, one teaspoon 
sugar, one and a half teaspoons 
salt, three tablespoons minced pars- 
ley, one tablespoon minced red pep- 
per, one tablespoon minced green 
pepper, one tablespoon minced 
onion. 

Beat together first four ingredi- 
ents until thick and smooth. Then 
add rest and beat well again. 

Tomato Juice Cocktail. 

Two cups strained tomato juice. 

Two teaspoons lemon juice. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Four teaspoons sugar. 

Dash of paprika. 

One teaspoon 
sauce. 

Combine all ingredients and chill 
well before serving. 

Spaghetti and Ham. 


Saute one-half pound fresh, mush- 
rooms, thinly sliced, in two table- 
spoons butter until tender. Add one 
cup boiled ham, finely diced, and 
one small onion, scraped, and con- 
tinue cooking until slightly brown. 
Add two cups cooked spaghetti and 
one cup tomato sauce, salt and pep- 
per to taste, and cook until thor- 
oughly heated. 

Corned Beef Casserole. 


Cut two cups canned corned beef 
in cubes. Melt two tablespoons 
butter, add two tablespoons flour, 
and two-thirds cup milk gradually. 
When thickened, add one-third cup 
chili sauce, one stalk celery, finely 
minced, and two thin slices onion. 
Cook in double boiler for 10 min- 
utes. Put corned beef in greased 
casserole, pour sauce over it, and 
cover with buttered crumbs. Bake 
in moderate oven for 20 minutes. 
Cantaloupes Stuffed With Peaches. 
Three cantaloupes. 

Three cups peeled sliced peaches. 
Three tablespoons sugar. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 
Chill’and halve melons, remove 
seeds and fill cavities with peaches, 
freshly sliced and blended with 
sugar and lemon juice, putting a 
spoon of whipped cream on top of 
each service. 


LUNCHEON MEAT SUBSTITUTE 


Two cups corn cut from the cob; 
one canned pimiento and one smal] 
green pepper cut in fine pieces (the 
pepper should be cleaned of seeds 
and fibers); one half small onion, 
grated; two well-beaten eggs; two 
tablespoons sugar; one teaspoon 
salt; one-quarter teaspoon pepper 
and the same amount of paprika; 
two tablespoons flour; one teaspoon 
baking powder; one cup milk. 

Beat eggs and sugar together, add 
salt, pepper, paprika, flour and bak- 
ing powder, mixing smoothly. Stir 
in milk gradually, then add corn 
and pimiento and pepper with the 
onion.Jast. Add two tablespoons of 
melted butter at this time, turn into 
a well-buttered casserole, and bake 
covered in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees) for half an hour, remove the 
cover and brown lightly. Serve as 
main dish of luncheon, or with a

There’s an R in September, se 
the very first day of the month a 
leading dealer was ready with oys- 
ters for his customers, who al- 
Ways expect them early. 

It’s interesting to know that the 
opening of the oyster seasons 
brings employment to thousands 
on both Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 

To truly appreciate oysters, try 
serving them in different ways, and 
don’t give the family oyster stew 
every time. 

Here are a number of interesting 
recipes, worth pasting in the back 
of your cook book for fall and win- 
ter guidance. 

Creamed Oysters. 

Oné pint oysters. 


Four tablespoons butter or other 
fat. 

Six tablespoons flour. 

One pint rich milk. 

Salt and pepper. 

Heat the oysters in their own 
liquor until the edges curl. Make a 
white sauce with the fat, flour and 
milk. Combine the oysters and 
sauce, add seasoning and serve. 

Oyster Croquettes. 

One pint oyster. 

One tablespoon fat. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One egg yolk. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon parsley. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
lemon juice. 

Eggs and crumbs. 

Clean the oysters. Heat in their 
own liquor until the edges begin to 
curl, stirring all the time. Strain 
the liquor and chop the oysters. 
Rub together fat and flour. Add 
the oyster liquor and cook until 
thick. Then add the chopped oys- 
ters and the well-beaten egg yolk.

To 
make the dressing, mix horsérad- 
ish, tomato catchup and vinegar, 
lemon juice, tabasco sauce, and salt 
thoroughly. Both oysters and dress- 
ing should be very cold.

VEGETABLE ECONOMY 


The Bureau of Home Economics 
of the United States Department 
of Agriculture suggests a three 


way guide in buying vegetables: 
First, of course, look for the vegeta- 
bles that are “in season” because 
they will probably be the cheapest 
vegetables. Second, choose some 
green-leaved vegetables, some beans 
or peas, and some yellow-fleshed 
vegetables. Third, among these 
different types select the best food 
bargains, i. e., the vegetables that 
yield the most food values for the 
money. 

On an economy diet, nutritionists

say that a family needs, according 
to its size, a certain number of 
pounds of “other vegetables”—that 
is, vegetables other than potatoes 
and tomatoes—to balance a weekly 
supply of bread, cereals, milk, 
meats and so on. To get the most 
for your money, choose your veg- 
etables carefully.

Or it may be cut in inch thick 
slices, dredged with flour and fried 
lightly in a small amount of butter 
or bacon drippings. Even better, 
is a method of dipping thicker 
slices in egg and crumbs, then fry- 
ing in deep fat like croquettes.

Young Visitors to Century of 
Progress Exposition Well 
Served.

If a body meet a body going to 
the Fair, the usual question is 
“where shall we eat.” The ar- 
rangements for this important part 
of sightseeing at the Century of 
Progress in Chicago have been well 
made. There are eating places to 
fit any purse and almost any taste. 

For those who prefer to carry 

their lunches from home, there are 
benches on which to sit, with an 
interesting view free. There are 
booths where one can buy tomato, 
pineapple and orange juice. There 
are stands selling popcorn, booths 
dispensing hot dogs; others which 
sell doughnuts and coffee. And 
there are restaurants to suit all 
tastes and purses. 
Possibly the most unique restau- 
rant is one planned especially for 
children. It is rather amusing to 
find it patronized by adults, some 
of whom are not even accompanied 
by children. The restaurant was 
decorated by Tony Sarg and has 
a definite appeal to youngsters. The 
frieze shows animals, all interested 
in food. A very fussy lion is being 
served chicken by an_ elephant, 
milk by a pig, fruit by a giraffe 
and cereals by a bear. The central 
lighting fixtures are animated pup- 
pet shows—in one the old woman 
actually chases her children around 
the house which is shaped like a 
shoe. 


Convenient Arrangements. 
The food counter is of two 
heights and the tables and chairs 
are low enough for little children 
to eat comfortably. How many be- 
havior problems in public eating 
places might be avoided if the chil- 
dren were seated so they could see 
what they are being given to eat! 
The menus have been supervised 
by a dietitian. There is a la carte 
service with a choice of fruit and 
vegetables dishes; ready-to-eat ce- 
reals with cream; vegetables; fruit, 
meat or fish; salads; milk and 
desserts. Each day there is a spe- 
cial plate featured. Here are hints 
from the menus which may help 
mothers in planning home lunch- 
eons: 
Corn Flakes with Sliced Bananas, 
Cream Poached Egg on Toast, Om- 
elet with Creamed Peas, Scrambled 
Egg on Toast, Creamed Spinach, 
Broiled Banana with Bacon, Fresh 
Vegetable Plate, Lamb Chop, Mash- 
ed Potatoes, Buttered Carrots. 
Doing the Fair is a tiring pro- 
cess at best. An attractive place 
to eat where the children will] en- 
joy staying long enough to get a 
rest is a boon to mothers. A wide 
choice of foods suited to children’s 
needs is an occurrence which only 
& mother who has had experience 
with some public entertainments 
will appreciate. 


ORANGE SAUCE 


Mix two tablespoons corn starch, 
two-thirds cup sugar and a dash of 
salt. Add three-fourths cup boiling 
water and cook until clear, stirring 
constantly. 

Place over hot water and cook 
five minutes more. Pour over one 
egg yolk which has been beaten 
a little. Beat all well, cool a little 
and add one-half cup orange juice, 
two tablespoons lemon juice and a 
little grated lemon and orange 
rinds. Serve cold. 


SANDWICH PASTE 


Add two tablespoons quick-cook- 
ing tapioca to two cups of canned 
tomatoes, strained and heated. 
Cook 15 minutes in double boiler, 
stirring often. Add two and one- 
half cups grated cheese gradually, 
stirring until melted. 

Take from fire, add one-fourth 
pound finely ground dried beef, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, one-fourth 
teaspoon mustard and one-fourth 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce. Cool 
before spreading on sandwiche3, 


FOAMY SAUCE 


One-half cup butter. 

One cup sugar. 

One egg. 

Six tablespoons boiling water. 
One teaspoon vanilla. 

Cream butter and sugar, add yolk 
of egg well beaten, add one spoon- 
ful of boiling water at a time, beat- 
ing continuously until all water is 
used. Beat white of egg stiff and 
lay on top of sauce beating as 
sauce is served. Add flavoring last. 
Good on puddings. 


STUFFED PEPPERS 


Four green peppers. 

One cup crumbled rusk. 

One can tomatoes. 

Butter, salt and pepper. 

Stem peppers and soak in cold 
water. Place peppers in baking 
dish and fill with mixture of toma- 
toes, rusk and seasoning. Pour 
what remains into baking dish. Dot 
with butter and sprinkle with 
crumbled rusk: Bake until peppers 
are soft. 


SHRIMP AND FRUIT SALAD 


Shrimp may ‘be served in salads 
with pineapple, apples or oranges. 
At many large markets cooked, 
fresh shrimp may be bought rea- 
sonably now and it’s excellent for 
salads. 

To use with pineapple, take two 
cups of pineapple bits (cut from 
canned slices) and two cups of 
shrimp. Mix well with mayonnaise 


and serve on lettuce, sprinkling 
with paprika. ray

BANANA CREAM CAKE 
COMPLETES DINNER 


Rich and Satisfying; May Be 
Filled With Custard 
and Pulp. 


| ORANGE MOSS : 


One package lemon-flavored gela- 
tin. 


One pint warm water. 

Four tablespoons sugar. 

One-half cup orange juice. 

Grated rind of one orange. 

One cup heavy cream. 

Dissolve lemon-fiavored gelatin in 
warm water. Add sugar, orange 
juice and rind. Chill until cold 
and syrupy. Fold in cream, whipped 
only until thick and shiny, but not 
stiff. Chill until slightly thickened. 


Now and then it’s nice to have 
just cake for desert-;that is, if 
the cake is a little out of the or- 
dinary and rather rich. 

We know of nothing better for 
this than banana cream cake, and 
give two recipes, one of which is 
rather elaborate with orange icing 
and a custard filling. 

Another uses whipped cream for 
filling and is made as follows: 

2 cups sifted cake flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

% teaspoon salt 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs, well beaten . 

1 tablespoon melted butter 

% cup hot milk 

1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder and salt, and sift 
together three times. Beat sugar 
gradually into eggs. Add butter: 
then flour, alternately with milk, a 
small amount at a time. Beat af- 
ter each addition until smooth. Add 
flavoring. Bake in two greased 
nine-inch layer pans in moderate 
oven 25 minutes. Spread whipped 
cream and sliced bananas between 
— Sift powdered sugar over 
op. 

With Orange Icing. 

Cream together one-third cup 
shortening and one cup granulated 
sugar. When thoroughly biended, 
add two egg yolks and beat to a 
smooth cream. Stir in one cup 
milk. Mix and sift two and one- 
fourth cups sifted cake flour, two 
and one-kalf teaspoons baking pow- 
der and one-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Add to the liquid mixture and stir 
until smooth. Fold in the stiffly 
beaten egg whites and one-fourth 
teaspoon almond extract. Bake in 
two greased layer cake pans in a 
hot oven for 15 to 20 minutes. Cool 
and put together with banana 
cream. Cover with orange icing. 

For the cream filling, scald one 


|and one-half cups milk. Mix one- 


third cup sugar with one and one- 
half tablespoons cornstarch, add 
two eggs and beat well. Add scald- 


ed milk gradually to egg mixture, | 


then return to the saucepan and 
stir over a slow fire until very thick 
and smooth. Remove from fire, 
add one teaspoon grated orange 
or lemon rind and one cup mashed 
banana pulp. Cool and spread be- 
tween cake layers in a thick layer. 

Orange Icing: Put yolk of one 
egg, grated rind of one orange and 
one tablespoen orange juice in a 
bowl, add one cup confectioners’ 
sugar and beat until smooth. Add 
one tablespoon melted butter and 
then gradually add enough confec- 
tioners’ sugar to make an icing that 
is thick enough to spread without 
running. Enough to cover a me- 
dium sized cake. 


BAKED STUFFED SQUASH 


One large tender summer squash. 
One tablespoon chopped onion. 
One tablespoon chopped green

IN MEAL PLANNING 


Make Left-Overs Go Farther in 
Luncheon Dishes. 


Packages of crackers on the pan- 
try shelf are handy aids in any 
home, so widespread are the pos- 
sibilities in combination with many 
foods. 

For luncheon especially, quickly 
prepared dishes of vegetables, left- 
over meats or fish are easy with 
the addition of finely ground crack- 
ers. 

Food goes further with crackers 
used thus and greater substance is 
given the dish. 

Cottage Cheese and Nut Roast. 
One teaspoon minced onion. 
Two tablespoons butter 
One cup cottage cheese 
One cup chopped walnut meats 
One cup finely rolled crackers 
Two tablespoons lemon juice 
One-fourth cup milk. 
Gently cook onion in butter until 
tender. Stir in other ingredients. 
Put into a greased shallow baking 
dish in a hot oven for about 30 
minutes. 

Scalloped Cabbage. 
3 cups por shredded cabbage. 
1 cup crumbled crackers, salt and 
pepper. 
3 tablespoons butter. 
2 cups milk. 
Put alternate layers of cabbage 
and crackers in a greased baking 
dish, season and repeat. Dot with 
butter and pour milk over all. Bake 
in a hot oven 35 to 40 minutes. 

Tomato Souffle. 

1 cup sieved canned tomatoes. 
1 teaspoon salt. 
% teaspoon sugar. 
1 teaspoon grated onion. 
% cup finely rolled soda crackers. 
3 eggs. 
2 tablespoons grated American 
cheese. 

To sieved tomatoes add salt, sug- 
ar, onion, crackers and beaten egg 
yolks. Fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites, sprinkle with cheese and 
pour into a buttered baking dish. 
Bake in a slow oven 45 minutes. 


SAVORY CHEAP STEAKS 


Brown two unds chuck steak 
quickly on both sides in hot frying 
pan, reduce the heat and turn the 
meat frequently until cooked 
through, about 30 minutes. Slice 
five onions in water, drain and put 
in covered saucepan. Cook slowly 
until tender, adding a little water 
if necessary, uncover and brown 
slightly. Season steak with salt 
and pepper and serve with onions 
surrounding the meat. 

Flank Steak En Casserole. 

Trim and remove membrane 
from a flank steak. Score across 
the grain at intervals of about one 
inch. Cut rather deeply but not 
through. Rub two teaspoons dry 
mustard with one teaspoon salt and 
one-half teaspoon pepper into the 
cut surface. Place in well greased 
casserole. Cover with two seeded 
sweet green peppers, one-half Span- 
ish onion and a few sprigs of pars- 
ley, chopped together. Pour over 
this two cups well seasoned okra 
or tomatoes. Cover the top with 
two cups cooked rice. 


SPANISH SPAGHETTI 


Cook two cups of spaghetti. Take 
two slices of bacon, not too thin, 
cut into small bits and fry in a 
frying pan; add two onions chopped 
fine, and when turned a delicate 
brown, add one green pepper cut 
into small pieces. Stir for a few 
minutes, then add two cups stewed 
tomatoes. When the tomatoes are 
hot, remove from fire. 

Put one cup chopped cooked 
lamb through a food chopper. But- 
ter a baking dish and put in a layer 
of tomato mixture, then one of 
meat, then one of spaghetti, season 
slightly. ‘Repeat this until all the 
layers have been used, finishing 


“<4rwith spaghetti. Pour on some milk 


or stock until it comes to the top 
of the mixture, and after dotting it 
with butter, bake for one-half hour 
until browned. 


LITTLE SPICE COOKIES 


Three and one-fourth cups sifted 
cake flour. 

Three and one-fourth teaspoons 
baking powder. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
One-half cup sugar. 
One teaspoon cinnamon. 
Three-fourths teaspoon ginger. 
Three-fourths teaspoon cloves. 
One-half teaspoon soda. 
One egg, well beaten. 
One-third cup melted butter or 
other shortening. 
One cup molasses. 
Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, salt, sugar, spices and 
soda and sift together three times. 
Combine egg, butter and molasses 
in bowl. Add flour mixture and 
blend. Chill until firm enough to 
shape. Shape into small balls 
about three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter. Roll in sugar. Bake -n 
greased baking sheet in moderate 
oven about 10 minutes until done.

HAM AND MARSHMALLOWS

GREEN TOMATOES MAKE 
LUSCIOUS MINCEMEAT 


Also Good in Preserves With 
Ginger and Lemon 
Rinds. 
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Don’t forget after you have put 
up ripe tomatoes in catsup and 
sauce, that green tomatoes are 
equally good prepared for winter 
use. 

There's rich preserve and a de 
| licious mincemeat possible from the 
green tomato. And chow chow 
relish and piccalilli are fine also 

.Piccalilli. 

Two quarts green tomatoes, 
three small onions, one-quarter cup 
salt, one sweet green pepper, one 
sweet red pepper, one pint chopped 
celery, one and one-half cups 
brown sugar, one and one-half 
cups vinegar, one-quarter cup 
mixed spice. 

Chop tomatoes and onions, cover 
with sait and let stand over night. 
Drain and add. chopped, peppers 
and celery, sugar, vinegar and the 
spices tied in a cheesecloth bag. 
Simmer until tender, about two and 
one-half hours. Turn into sterilized 
jars and seal. 

Tomato Mincemeat. 

Chop 12 green tomatoes, one- 
half pound seeded raisins and 12 
apples. Add two tablespoons cin- 
namon, one-half cup vinegar, two 
oranges with rinds chopped fine, 
one tablespoon cloves, one-half ta- 
blespoon ginger, three cups brown 
sugar, one-half lemon chopped fine, 
one tablespoon salt, one-half table- 
spoon allspice and one-half tea- 
spoon nutmeg. Cook until thick, 
then seal. 

India Relish. 

Chop very fine four quarts green 
tomatoes, one large white onion, 
and a small head of cabbage. Mix 
and place in a stone crock and add 
three-quarters cup salt. Stir to 
mix and then let stand for 24 
hours. Drain off all the juice and 
discard it. Cover the végetables 
with scalding hot vinegar, cover 
and let stand until cold, then drain 
off the vinegar. 

Remove the seeds from two 
green peppers and two sweet red 
peppers and chop the peppers as 
fine as the rest of the vegetables. 
Add them to the other vegetables 
together with two teaspoons black 
pepper, One teaspoon celery seed 
and on teaspoon allspice. Cover 
with fresh vinegar and simmer 
slowly until the vegetables are ten- 
der. Pack in jars and seal. Makes 
about two quarts. 


Wash four quarts of small green 
tomatoes, cut a slice from the stem 
end of each one, and weigh the to- 
matoes. Cover with bofling water, 
let stand five minutes, then drain 
and cut the tomatoes in thin slices. 
Add three lemons cut in very thin 
slices without pedling, three ponnds 
light brown sugar, .two teaspoons 
ground ginger and one cup water. 
Heat slowly to the boiling point, 
cover the kettle and boil slowly for 
one and one-half hours skimming 
frequently during the cooking. At 
the end of that time, remove from 
fire and let stand until cold, then 
reheat to the boiling point, boil 
uncovered and very slowly for 30 
minutes. Pack in sterilized jars and 
seal at once. 

Chow-Chow. 

Select four quarts small green 
tomatoes, wash, then slice in thin 
slices or chop coarsely. Chop six 
large white onions and six large 
green peppers from which the seeds 
have been removed. Mix the vege- 
tables all together with one cup 
salt and let stand overhight. Drain 
thoroughly and rinse with two 
cups hot water. Drain again and 
put in a kettle with one quart 
sugar, one ounce white mustard 
and one teaspoon black pepper. 
Heat slowly to the boiling point 
and boil gently until the vegetables 
are tender, or for about 40 min- 
utes. Store in a crock or in small 
glass jars. Makes about three 
quarts of pickle. 

Tomato and Ginger Bits. 

Slice four pounds of green toma- 
toes, removing as many of the seeds 
as possible; then scald the toma- 
toes for just a moment, drain well 
and chop fine. Slice and remove 
the seeds from four lemons, cover 
with cold water and simmer till ten- 
der. Chop finely and add one pound 
of chopped seeded raisins. Cut one- 
half pound of crystalized ginger in 
small pieces, mix all the ingredi- 
ents together and add a few pieces 
of stick cinnamon. Add four 
pounds of granulated sugar and let 
stand overnight. Simmer slowly un- 
til thick. Remove the cinnamon 
and place in jars. - 


HOT GINGERBREAD SQUARES 


Two cups sifted cake flour. 
Two teaspoons baking powder. 
Two teaspoons ginger. 
One-third cup butter or other 
shortening. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One egg, well beaten. 

Two-third cup molasses. 

Three-fourths cup milk. 


Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder, spices and salt, and 
sift together three times. Cream 
butter thoroughly, add sugar grad- 
ually, and cream together until 
light and fluffy. Add egg and mo- 
lasses; then flour, alternately with 
milk, a Bmall amount at a time. 
Beat after each addition until 
smooth. Turn into greased pan,

N ORBERT’S father was stroke of 


the varsity crew and has a cup- 
board full of athletic trophies to 
his credit. Norbert, at 13, with a 
sickly childhood behind him, is a 
frail, narrow-shouldered, studious 
boy with a consuming passion for 
books and reading. 

His life has been made miserable 
in the past and probably will con- 
tinue to be made so in the future 
by his father’s efforts to “toughen 
him up” and make what he calls a 
man of him. Norbert has been put 
through daily dozens, given a 
punching bag and subjected to box- 
ing lessons. 

Observing Norbert’s preoccupa- 
tion with books, his father now sup- 
plied him with books about he-man 
heroes, great men who were invalids 
in their youth, and again has taken 
away all books as a punishment for 
his lack of proper interest in ath- 
letics. 

Anyone observing Norbert can 
see that he will never be an ath- 
lete. To be sure, a summer or two 
in a progressive camp would prob- 
ably do him no end of good in 
stimulating an interest in outdoor 
life with a consequent good effect 
upon his physical development and 
his ability to enter more whole- 
heartedly into group life than at 
present he is able to do. 

To date the total effect of the fa- 
ther’s efforts to make a man of his 
son has been to make the boy more 
withdrawn, shy and unhappy with 
each succeeding year.

ECAUSE in various occupa- 
K tions workers are brought in 
contact with infectious and ir-| 
ritating -materials, they are likely | 
to suffer a variety of skin diseases. | 

Most frequently attacked are en- 
gineers, bakers, flour and _ sugar | 
confectioners, furniture polishers, | 
furriers and chemical workers. | 

Domestic workers who use soda | 
and other alkalies in household | 
washings are also likely to suffer | 
painful macerations of the skin of | 
the hands. 

A common industria! skin disease 
is that caused by the germ of an- 
thrax, particularly among those 
who handle unsterilized raw wool, 
and workers in the animal indus- | 

Skin cancer, which is a relatively | 
uncommon industrial skin disease, | 
may effect those concerned in the | 
distillation of coal tar and in the | 
refining of fuels. | 

Chromium compounds are ex-| 
tremely dangerous to the skin and 
the mucous membranes. Chromium | 
produces ulcers of the skin known | 
as chrome holes. A distressing | 
complication in’ chromium poison- | 
ing is the condition in which the | 
chrome hole or perforation takes 
place in the middle wall of the 
nose. 

Various types or dermatitis or in- 
flammatory reactions of the skin 
are found among the workers in 
the food industries, such as bakers, 
confectioners and jam makers. 

These dermatites are not neces- 
sarily due to the irritating nature 
of the substances the workers han- 
die. They are more commonly due 
to the sensitiveness of the indi- 
vidual worker toward the things he 
handles. 

In certain industries it has be- 

come a practice to test applicants, 
to determine whether they are sen- 
sitive to any of the ingredients 
which they would be called upon 
to use.

NQUESTIONABLY children 
can do mcre by their presence 
to draw parents together and 
unify the home than any other one 
factor.
